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To  Our  Alumni  And  Friends 

This  1988-89  academic  year  has  already  been  one  of  the  most  memorable  and  successful  in 
Northwestem's  long  history,  and  the  foundation  had  been  established  during  recent  months  for  even 
greater  progress  and  growth  for  the  University  in  the  future. 

Most  significant,  of  course,  is  Northwestern  "s  expanded  enrollment  this  \ear.  The  student  population 
has  increased  by  some  1,200  since  1986.  There  have  been  dramatic  increases  in  full-time  enrollment  and 
in  the  number  of  students  on  the  Natchitoches  campus.  Higher  ACT  averages  for  incoming  freshmen 
reflect  the  improved  academic  potential  of  students  enrolling  at  Northwestern. 

Innovative,  exciting  new  programs  have  also  been  launched  this  year.  The  first  season  of  the  Louisiana 
Repertory  Theatre  offered  rich  cultural,  educational  and  entertaining  experiences  for  our  students  and  the 
public. 

In  conjunction  with  the  new  NSU  Abroad  program — which  offers  travel  and  study  opportunities — 
Northwestern  participated  this  year  in  its  first  international  faculty  exchange  program.  NSL'  professor  Dr. 
Ivan  Bearden  is  spending  this  semester  in  Austria  and  Herr  Rupert  Berger  of  the  Joseph  Hayden  Gassel 
Music  Institute  in  Austria  is  a  visiting  professor  at  Northwestern. 

The  University  is  also  utilizing  a  grant  this  year  from  the  Sabine  River  Authority  to  develop  research 
and  service  programs  in  aquaculture.  That  research  in  the  farming  of  crawfish,  catfish  and  freshwater 
shrimp  could  have  an  enormous  economic  impact  on  this  area  and,  indeed,  the  entire  state  o\'  Louisiana. 

Other  major  grants  have  been  received  by  Northwestern  in  recent  months.  ,'\  new  Rural  Lconomic 
Research  and  Development  Center  on  the  NSU  campus  which  was  developed  with  grants  from  the 
Louisiana  Department  of  Labor  is  providing  modern,  computer-driven  information  services  to  state  and 
local  governments  to  enhance  economic  development. 

NSU  has  also  received  a  grant  from  the  State  Department  of  Lducation  to  establish  the  Louisiana 
Principal  Assessment  Center.  This  program  designed  to  provide  quality  evaluation  of  prospective  school 
administrators  is  part  of  Gov.  Buddy  Roemer's  education  refomi  effort. 

Recently,  the  University  was  invited  by  the  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  .Administration  to  apply 
for  participation  in  a  cooperative  research  program  with  the  Marshall  Space  Flight  Center. 

In  addition  to  those  noteworthy  academic  accomplishments.  Northwestern  is  enjo\  ing  a  banner  \ear 
in  athletics. 

The  football  team  won  the  Southland  Conference  championship  and  went  to  the  second  round  of  the 
nalional  playoffs.  The  men's  basketball  team  received  national  attention  for  a  victory  over  the  L'niversii\ 
ot  Kentucky,  and  the  women's  basketball  team  set  a  record  at  Mid-season  for  consecutive  victories.

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THE  NSU  ART  DEPARTMENT:  INNOVATION,  ENERGY,  ANTICIPATION

.he  process  of  creat- 
ing art  is  by  its  very  nature 
an  activity  heavily  driven 
by  innovation,  energy,  and 
anticipation.  When  faculty 
and  students  join  together 
in  an  effort  to  promote  the 
free  flowing  exchange  of 
imagination  and  original- 
ity an  atmosphere  primed 
for  accomplishment  oc- 
curs. Over  the  past  twenty- 
four  months,  in  an  effort  to 
live  up  to  its  aspirations, 
the  art  department  has  ex- 
perienced some  notable  ac- 
complishments. 


With  a  Fall  1988  en- 
rollment of  almost  fifty 
freshmen, the  department's 
total  enrollment  of  majors 
is  larger  than  at  any  time 
in  the  university's  history. 
Record  enrollments  are  ex- 
pected to  reoccur  next  fall 
due  to  sustained  recruit- 
ing and  retention  activi- 
ties. 

A  program  aimed  at 
presenting  the  talents  of 
Louisiana's  high  school  art 
educators  has  allowed 
NSU  to  focus  public  at- 
tention on  the  outstanding 
artistic  abilities  of  art 
teachers    throughout    the 


state.  Frequent  exhibits  in 
Northwestern's  O.  J.  Han- 
chey  Gallery,  by  groups 
such  as  the  Louisiana  Art 
Educators  Association, 
Bossier  Parish  Art  Educa- 
tors, Caddo  Parish  Art 
Educators  and  Winn  Par- 
ish Art  Educators  are  just 
a  few  of  those  annually 
showcased  in  an  effort  to 
promote  art  education  in 
Louisiana's  schools. 

The  outstanding  talents 
of  state  art  educators  as 
teachers/artists  are  further 
exemplified  in  the  art  de- 
partment's Annual  Louisi- 
ana High  School  Drawing 


and  Photography  Competi- 
tion. Talented  junior  and 
senior  high  school  students 
throughout  the  state  com- 
pete for  cash  awards  and 
scholarships.  Numerous  ex- 
cellent students  have  been 
recruited  from  hundreds  of 
competitors  each  year. 

Many  of  the  outstanding 
students  recruited  over  the 
past  two  years  have  earned 
the  opportunity  to  become 
members  of  the  elite  Alpha 
Design  group  directed  by 
Assistant  Professor  of  Art, 
Michael  Yankowski.  As  an 
extension  of  the  advertis- 
ing design  program,  an  in- 
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house  graphic  design 
agency  has  been  created  to 
give  students  professional 
experience  in  the  field  of 
commercial  art.  As  mem- 
bers of  Alpha  Design,  stu- 
dents analyze  needs,  de- 
velop ideas,  estimate  time 
and  materials  and  design 
and  produce  art  work  of 
professional  quality  for 
commercial  clients.  Recent 
computer  and  laser  printer 
acquisitions  have  techni- 
cally strengthened  Alpha 
Design,  as  well  as  the  en- 
tire advertising  design 
program.  Students  rou- 
tinely explore  electronic 
publishing  and  computer 
generated  graphic  design 
techniques  in  an  effort  to 
discover  ways  to  produce 


unique  solutions  to  client 
needs.  From  the  Alpha 
Design  students'  view- 
point, the  major  benefit  of 
such  an  innovative  and 
practical  real-life  labora- 
tory program  is  "a  strong 
sense  of  pride  and  profes- 
sionalism.'" 

One  of  the  most  innova- 
tive and  exciting  programs 
currently  being  undertaken 
at  Northwestern  is  North- 
western Abroad,  the  inter- 
national travel-study  expe- 
rience directed  by  NSU  Pro- 
fessor of  Art.  Dr.  Grady 
Harper. 

Since  1985.  Northwest- 
ern art  students  have  been 
traveling  the  world  to  visit 
the  premier  art  galleries  and 
museums,   and   to   sketch 


some  of  history 's  treasured 
landscapes  and  architec- 
tures. 

In  the  suinmcr  of  1985. 
art  students  traveled  to 
England  and  Scotland,  to 
Nova  Scotia  in  1987,  and 
to  England  and  Wales  in 
1988.  This  summer,  June 
8-20.  under  the  direction 
of  NSU  Professor  of  Art. 
Dr.  Bill  Bryant,  a  delega- 
tion of  NSU  undergradu- 
ate and  graduate  art  stu- 
dents will  tour  Spain.  They 
will  visit  famous  museums, 
historic  sites  and  architec- 
ture, including  the  studio 
of  El  Greco.  Watercolor 
sketching  will  be  a  daily 
pursuit  in  some  of  the  most 
beautiful  and  inspirational 
places  in  the  world,  both  in 


the  interior  of  Spain  and 
along  the  Mediterranean. 
Students  will  visit  places 
previously  viewed  only 
from  art  history  texts,  rang- 
ing from  the  Medieval 
period  through  the  Ba- 
roque and  Romantic  to 
Picasso  and  beyond. 

Seventeen  students 
went  on  that  first  overseas 
trip  to  England  and  Scot- 
land in  1985.  and  last 
summer  the  highlight  for 
a  group  of  twenty-five 
students  on  a  watercolor 
painting  tour  of  England 
and  Wales  was  an  exhibit 
of  their  art  work  at  the 
University  of  Wales.  This 
represented  a  first  for  any 
overseas  program  invoh- 
insz  Northwestern.

has  been  appointed  director 
of  the  Northwestern  State 
University  Press,  according 
to  NSU  president  Dr.  Robert 
A.  Most. 

The  NSU  Press,  which 
has  offices  in  the  John  S. 
Kyser  hall  of  Arts  and  Sci- 
ences, publishes  popular  and 
scholarly  books. 

"We  are  delighted  to  be 
able  to  bring  Northwestern 
someone  with  Tom's  long 
list  of  credentials,"  said 
Alost,  "and  we  are  excited 
about  having  an  active  uni- 
versity press  on  campus  and 
in  our  region." 

Gresham  attended  North- 
western from  1 969  through 
1971  before  attending  the 
University  of  Missouri 
School  of  Journalism. 

He  served  for  the  past 
year  as  editor  of  Rifle  and 
Handloader  magazines, 
published  in  Prescott,  Ari- 
zona, and  from  1 982  to  1987 


was  editor  and  general  man- 
ager oi  Alaska  magazine  in 
Anchorage.  Alaska. 

Gresham  also  has  been 
editor  and  technical  editor 
of  American  Hunter  maga- 
zine in  Washington,  D.C., 
regional  editor  of  Outdoor 
Life  magazine  in  Montgom- 
ery, Alabama  and  editor  of 
Southern  Outdoors  in 
Montgomery,  Ala. 

A  well-known  free-lance 
writer  and  photographer. 
Gresham  has  had  numerous 
articles  and  photographs 
published  in  dozens  of  na- 
tional magazines,  and  he  is 
the  author  of  the  book  Close 
Calls. 

He  recently  formed  a  new 
book  publishing  company. 
Cane  River  Publishing  in 
partnership  with  his  father, 
noted  outdoor  personality 
Grits  Gresham  of  Natchito- 
ches. 

Last  year  that  company 
published  Grits  on  duns. 
which  continues  to  sell  na- 
tionally. 

"It's  great  to  be  able  to 
come  home  after  1 5  years  of 


traveling  around  the  coun- 
try." said  Gresham.  "and  to 
be  a  part  of  the  exciting  revi- 
talization  that  Dr.  Alost  has 
brought  to  Northwestern." 

He  added.  "The  Univer- 
sity Press  can  be  an  impor- 
tant recruiting  tool  for  NSU. 
as  well  as  a  department  that 
has  the  potential  to  be  a  profit 
center.  It  w  ill  take  a  few  years 
to  build  a  backlist  of  book 
titles  which  are  active  sell- 
ers, but  we  are  going  to  hit 
the  ground  running. 

"The  first  project  we  are 
looking  into  is  a  book  on  the 
filming  of  the  movie  "Steel 
Magnolias'  in  Natchitoches. 
That  w  ould  depend  upon  co- 
operation from  Tri-Star  Pro- 
ductions, but  playwright 
Robert  Harling  has  already 
offered  to  write  the  intro- 
duction for  it." 

The  NSLI  Press,  founded 
in  1987,  has  published  more 
than  a  dozen  books.  Gresham 
said  he  is  nov\  looking  for 
book  ideas  and  manuscripts. 

"I  know  there  are  some 
talented  writers  in  Louisi- 
ana, and  we  would  like  to  be 


the  publisher  of  their 
w  orks."  Gresham  said.  "We 
want  to  hear  from  anyone 
with  a  book  manuscript  or 
even  an  idea  for  a  book,  no 
matter  what  the  subject." 

He  added,  "Our  charge 
from  Dr.  Alost  is  to  make 
the  NSU  Press  a  center  of 
excellence,  and  I  plan  to  do 
that  by  publishing  and  mar- 
keting books  all  the  people 
of  Louisiana  can  be  proud 
of.

Committee  chairman  Dr. 
Crossno  explained  that  the 
purpose  of  the  committee  is 
to  decide  upon  fundraising 
techniques  and  to  draw  as 
much  alumni  support  as 
possible. 

"We  need  alumni  support 
to  fix  up  the  room.  We  hope 
to  refurnish  it  by  upholster- 
ing some  of  the  dormitory's 
original  pieces,"  said 
Crossno.  "We  want  to  make 
an  environment  that  students 
as  well  as  others  will  enjoy." 

"Although  direct  esti- 
mates on  the  project  have 
not  been  set,  we  know  the 


costs  will  be  quite  high,  and 
that's  why  we  would  like  to 
have  alumni  support,  said 
Crossno.  "It  may  be  that  we 
will  work  in  phases  on  the 
room.  It  depends  on  how 
much  money  we  can  raise." 

Northwestem  comptrol- 
ler Loren  Lindsay  stated  that 
1 .2  million  dollars  was  used 
to  restore  other  parts  of  the 
dormitory. 

"I  am  confident  that 
people  will  be  generous  with 
their  contributions  to  this 
project.  It  could  be  some- 


thing that  both  students, 
alumni  and  visitors  can  en- 
joy." said  Crossno. 

In  addition  to  the  Vamado 
fund,  money  raised  will  bene- 
fit funds  for  the  Alumni 
Center  and  the  President's 
home.

has  increased  continually 
over  the  years  ...particularly 
in  the  vital  area  of  educa- 
tion. 

Largely  because  of 
Long's  affection  for  his  col- 
lege Alma  Mater  and  his 
recognition  of  importance  of 
Northwestern "s  stability  to 
the  vitality  of  his  legislative 
district.  Long  began  early  in 
his  legislative  career  devot- 
ing extensive  time  and  at- 
tention toeducation  matters. 

Now  considered  one  of 
the  leading  authorities  on 
education  legislation  in 
Louisiana — and,  indeed, 
across  the  South — Long  has 
served  as  chairman  of  the 
House  Education  Commit- 
tee since  1976. 

He  has  spearheaded  the 
adoption  of  numerous  stat- 
utes designed  to  upgrade  the 
quality  of  education  in 
Louisiana  that  are  now  in 
effect  and  countless  others 
that  have  not  been  imple- 
mented because  of  a  lack  of 
funding. 

Long  is  working  closely 
with  Gov.  Buddy  Roemer 
on  the  continuing  develop- 
ment of  education  reform 
programs  for  the  state. 

Progressive,  innovative 
education  institutions  and 
programs  at  Northwestern 
and  in  Natchitoches  retlect 
Long's  dynamic  leadership 
in  state  government  and  his 
dedication  to  a  better  eiluca- 
tioii  system  for  the  \oung 
people  of  Louisiana. 

He  uorketl  lirelessl\  to 
establish  the  Louisiana 
School  for  math.  Science  and 
the  -Arts  on  the  Norlhwest- 
ern  campus  and  is  otten 
called  the  ■lather  o\  the 
Louisiana  School."  Long 
was  also  a  strons:  torce  in 


the  creation  of  the  Louisiana 
Scholars'  College  at  North- 
western for  artistically  tal- 
ented and  academically 
gifted  students. 

Long's  role  in  shaping  the 
future  of  public  education 
extends  far  beyond  the 
boundaries  of  Louisiana.  He 
is  a  member  of  the  Legisla- 
tive Advisory  Council  for 
the  15-state  Southern  Re- 
gional Education  Board  and 
of  the  steering  committee  for 
the  National  Education 
Commission  of  the  States. 

Also  a  member  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the 
Southwest  Education  Labo- 
ratory. Long  was  cited  dur- 
ing 1988  as  Legislator  of  the 
Year  by  the  Louisiana  Fed- 
eration of  Teachers. 

In  addition  to  his  leader- 
ship in  educational  matters. 
Long  has  also  ser\  ed  on  other 
important  legislative  com- 
mittees, including  the  joint 
Legislative  Budget  Commit- 
tee, and  he  has  been  a  mem- 
ber of  the  legislature's  Eco- 
nomic Strategies  Commit- 
tee.

Blue  Key 
Honor  Fraternity  and  other 
organizations  at  Northwest- 
em.

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Kelly  Works  For  Education 
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orn  in  Coushatta. 
Louisiana  and  raised  in  the 
Red  River  area,  state  senator 
Don  Kelly's  name  is  as 
familiar  as  George  Bush's 
when  north  Louisianians  dis- 
cuss politics  and  civic  du- 
ties. 

Pursuing  a  Juris  Doctor- 
ate degree,  Kelly  attended 
the  University  of  Mississippi. 
Northwestern  State  Univer- 
sity and  graduated  in  1966 
from  Louisiana  State  Uni- 
versity in  Baton  Rouge. 

In  1973  he  became  the 
Natchitoches  Parish  delegate 
to  the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention. Enjoying  the  poli- 
tics, Kelly,  a  democrat,  ran 
for  state  senator  in  1976  and 
has  been  in  the  office  since. 
He  has  been  reelected  twice 
and  ran  unopposed  once.  His 
position  serves  the  citizens 
of  Natchitoches.  Red  River. 
Grant,  and  Winn  Parishes 
and  the  Ward  10  area. 

As  state  senator,  Kelly  has 
served  on  the  three  most  pow- 
erful committees  in  the  leg- 
islature: chairman  of  the 
Judicial  B  Committee, 
member  of  the  Natural  Re- 
source Committee  (previ- 
ously serving  as  vice-presi- 
dent) and  member  of  the 
Senate  Finance  Committee. 

In  the  state  senate,  Kelly 
has  emerged  as  one  of  the 
five  leaders  in  the  Constitu- 


tional Convention.  He  au- 
thored the  bill  which  re- 
stored the  Minimum  Foun- 
dation Program  funding  for 
education  and  made  it  pos- 
sible for  continuation  of  Pell 
grants  for  Vo-Tec  students. 
He  was  also  instrumental  in 
effecting  the  compromise 
which  led  to  the  passage  of 
the  unemployment  compen- 
sation legislation. 

Kelly  has  held  member- 
ship in  the  Natchitoches 
Parish,  Louisiana  and 
American  Bar  Associations, 
the  Louisiana  Wildlife 
Federation,  and  Ducks 
Unlimited.  He  is  also  a 
proud  member  of  the 
Natchitoches  Parish  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  the 
Natchitoches-Northwestem 
Symphony,  Louisiana  Out- 
door Drama  Association, 
Northwestern  Graduate  "N" 
Club,  Northwestern  Booster 
Club,  and  the  Former  Heart 
Fund  Chairman. 

Kelly  has  received  the 
Outstanding  Serv  ice  Award 
by  Louisiana  Heart  Asso- 
ciation, and  has  been  voted 
Natchitoches  Jaycees  Out- 
standing Young  Man  of  the 
Year,  one  of  the  Outstand- 
ing Young  Men  of  Amer- 
ica. Legislator  of  the  Year 
for  education  by  the  Louisi- 
ana Federation  of  Teachers, 
and  one  of  the  "Top  Twenty 
Legislators."  who  supported 


education. 

Kelly  resides  in  Natchi- 
toches with  his  wife  Patri- 
cia Fulton  Kelly,  and  is  an 
attorney  with  the  law  firm 
of  Kelly  &  Salim.  His  22- 
year-old  son  Keenan  is  a 
juniorat  Northwestern  State 
University  and  18-year-old 
Melanie  is  a  freshman  at 
Kilgore  Junior  College.

hen  you  have  been 
around  tor  100  years,  like 
Elizabeth  Brown  Sutton  of 
Natchitoches,  your  reservoir 
ofmemoriescan  till  uptothe 
top,  ovcrtlovv  anti  burst  the 
dam. 

This  lady,  born  in 
Coushatta  in  \HW  and  one 
who  earned  a  teaching  cer- 
tificate from  Normal  School 
as  a  teenager,  is  a  "dam 
buster." 

Thedaughlerot  alau  stu- 
dent who  became  a  planta- 
tion doctor,  Mrs.  Sutton  re- 
called many  of  her  memo- 
ries during  a  recent  recorded 
oral  intervievK  with  NSU 
history  gradu.ite  David  La 
Vere  of  Baton  Rouge. 

A  member  of  a  lamiK 


which  relocated  several 
times,  Mrs.  Sutton  quicki\ 
remembered  the  time,  when 
she  was  12.  that  her  father 
packed  up  the  family  and 
moved  Worn  Hast  Point,  a 
community  near  Coushatta 
in  Red  River  Parish,  to  Ten- 
sas Parish. 

"Fatiier  had  a  plantation 
over  there,"  she  recalled. 
"My  mother's  people  had 
ow  ned  a  big  place  over  there, 
also.  Her  relative  was  Jeffer- 
son Davis'  mother,  and  all  1 
know  is  we  called  her  Antie 
Davis.  She  was  Sam  Hous- 
ton's sister,  and  he  left  her  a 
lot  of  money  and  land  in 
Texas.  She  left  it  to  ni\ 
mother." 

Plantation  lite  can  be  as 


gracious  and  as  spraw  ling  as 
has  been  portrayed  in  books 
and  on  the  silver  screen. 

"Oh,  it  w  as  a  big  ol "  place. 
6.000  acres,"  said  Mrs.  Sut- 
ton.'"Weu  ere  10  or  12  miles 
trom  a  town,  and  there  was 
one  family  that  owned  land 
trom  where  Papa's  place 
stopped.  He  owned  all 
around  Newelton.  That  fam- 
ily stayed  there  until  their 
three  little  girls  had  to  go  to 
school.  Then,  the\  moved  to 
St.  Joseph  where  there  were 
schools,  and  just  left  us  out 
there  " 

The  tamily  plantation  had 
rich,  tertile  soil  lor  growing 
cotton  and  thick  woods  for 
hunting,  on  tool  or  on  iiorse- 
back. 


"A  lot  of  it  was  in  the 
woods,"  Mrs.  Sutton  said. 
"That's  when  (a  man 
named)  Roosevelt  came  to 
Louisiana  to  do  some  hunt- 
ing, and  he  rode  m\  horse." 

Because  she  was  young 
at  the  time,  she  is  not  sure  if 
this  Roosevelt  was  the  his- 
tory's F^ranklin  Delanore  or 
scMiie  other  rich  famous 
Roosevelt. 

"I  don't  know ,  1  don't  re- 
member," she  said.  "But  he 
came  to  Louisiana  hunting 
and  borrowed  m\  horse  that 
was  trained  for  huntini:." 
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Mrs.  Sutton  was  14  years 
old  when  she  was  sent  to 
Natchitoches  to  be  taught  by 
college  teachers  at  Normal, 
where  her  sister,  lona,  taught. 
"She  brought  me  down  here 
and  put  me  in  the  sixth  grade, 
but  they  thought  1  was  too 
far  advanced  because  my 
sister  had  always  brought 
books  home  which  1  would 
read."  she  said.  "1  took  a 
room  in  the  school  building 
for  others,  also.  There  were 
six  of  us  who  were  too  young 
to  go  up  to  Normal,  but  he  let 
the  college  teachers  teach  us. 


Then,  after  Christmas,  they 
put  us  in  Normal." 

She  entered  col  lege  when 
she  was  15  and  eventually 
lacked  two  months  toward 
obtaining  a  degree  from 
Normal  "because  I  had  to 
have  my  nose  operated  on." 
But  she  later  learned  that 
she  had  earned  a  teacher's 
certificate. 

Mrs.  Sutton  could  sit  for 
hours  in  her  Pine  Street 
home  in  Natchitoches  talk- 
ing about  her  father's  ac- 
complishments and  the 
rapid  changes  that  were  tak- 


ing place  every  day  of  her 
young  life. 

"My  father  did  the  first 
appendix  operation  in  the 
South,"  she  said.  "He  was 
living  at  Ringgold,  practic- 
ing up  there  when  he  did  it 
in  the  kitchen  of  a  farm- 
house. My  mother  went 
w  ith  him  all  the  time  to  give 
the  anesthetics.  She  had  an 
old  nanny  who  raised  the 
children.  After  we  moved 
to  East  Point,  my  mother 
opened  up  a  store,  so  my 
father  taught  me  how  to  give 
the  anesthetics.  1  stayed  in 
his  office  all  the  time;  it  was 
my  playhouse!" 

She  recalled  that  around 
1908,  downtown  Natchito- 
ches had  its  first  bridge,  at  a 
time  "when  people  started 
building  down  there." 

Mrs.  Sutton,  the  wife  of 
a  storeowner,  remembers 
going  with  her  husband  to 
the  Comus  Club,  which  was 
later  changed  to  the  Elks 
Club,  for  dancing. 

"It  was  on  Front  Street, 
where  the  Hughes  Store 
used  to  be."  she  recalled. 
"Hughes  Store  was  first  a 
saloon,  and  the  men  would 
use  the  upstairs  room  to  play 
cards  in." 

"Every  store  was  run  by 
a  Jew,  the  Syrians  had  a  big 
warehouse,  and  men  trav- 
eled around  and  sold  things 
as  peddlers,"  she  recalled. 


"They  all  came  in  as  ped- 
dlers," remembered  Mrs.  Sut- 
ton. "One  was  a  Jewish  man 
named  Harris  Kaffie  from 
Germany,  and  he  began  to  do 
well  and  brought  his  brother 
and  cousin  over.  He  opened 
Kaffie-Fredericks  on  Front 
Street.  His  brother  was  the 
first  to  run  it,  and  they  all  ran 
it." 

Mrs.  Sutton — who  sur- 
vived a  bout  with  cholera, 
avoided  the  flu  epidemic, 
wasn't  bothered  by  Prohibi- 
tion, and  wasn't  very  much  in 
favorof  Gov.  Huey  P.  Long — 
knew  a  lot  of  important 
people,  like  Cammie  Henry 
of  Melrose  Plantation,  but  es- 
pecially Kate  Chopin's  niece, 
Eugenie. 

"She  was  my  best  friend 
here  in  Natchitoches,"  said 
Mrs.  Sutton.  "She  was  sup- 
posed to  be  the  richest  girl  in 
town.  We  became  close 
friends,  and  we  lived  near 
each  other.  Her  first  son  and 
mine  were  bom  close  to- 
gether." 

From  the  early  days  when 
Cane  River  Lake  was  only 
ankle  deep  to  the  present 
congested  traffic  on  its  two 
bridges  at  high  noon,  every- 
thing about  Natchitoches  has 
changed  under  the  watchful 
eyes  of  Mrs.  Sutton.  "Natchi- 
toches was  just  a  little  place," 
she  said.  "I  never  thought  I'd 
see  it,  how  it  is  now." 
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Lt.  Col.  Edwin 
H.  Higgins  is  working  part 
time  at  Texas  A&M  in  the 
agricultural  experiment  sta- 
tion and  Hies  in  airshows  with 
the  Confederate  Air  Force. 
Higgins  is  retired  from  the 
United  States  Air  Force  and 
the  Northrop  Corporation.

Centennial  Development 


Five  years  ago.  North- 
western celebrated  its  100th 
birthday  with  the  theme 
"Celebration  of  a  Century." 
Along  with  the  pomp  and 
circumstance  came  a  pro- 
gram which  has  meant  a 
secured  college  education 
for  many  Northwestern  stu- 
dents. 

The  Centennial  Devel- 
opment Scholarship  Pro- 
gram was  designed  to  fill  a 
scholarship  fund  from 
alumni  offering  five-year 
pledges.  All  money  raised 
within  those  five  years  — 
over  $50,000  —  has  gone  to 
students  in  need  of  financial 
assistance. 

Approximately  15  stu- 
dents each  semester  since 
the  fall  of  1 984  have  received 
money  totaling  $5,000  each 
semester.  But  now  we  are 
five  years  later  and  that  fund 


is  depleting.  The  Centen- 
nial Development  Fund 
needs  to  be  rebuilt. 

"The  program  can  sur- 
vive and  grow  only  through 
the  continued  support  of 
our  alumni."  explained 
Elise  James,  coordinator  of 
the  program.  "Some  alumni 
could  not  participate  in  the 
beginning  program.

Jan.  28  to  Stephen  F.  Austin, 
ranked  17th  in  the  nation  at 
the  time.  Northwestern  State 
was  listed  in  the  PhiUnlel- 
phia  Enquirer/ Assoc\iHed 
Press  Top  Twenty  as  "others 
receiving  votes." 

That's  been  a  team  goal 
since  the  beginning  of  the 
season,"  declared  Lady 
Demon  head  coach  James 
Smith.  "We've  taken  one  step 
at  a  time,  and  that's  just 
another  step  we  wanted  to 
take." 

"That  also  puts  us  in  a  po- 
sition to  keep  winning," 
Smith  added.  "Hopefully 
we'll  be  able  to  break  into  the 
rankings."

In  February,  Turner 
Kevin  Lewis  were  together  and  Lewis  headed  for  Indi- 
again.  The  two  Northwest-     anapolis  for  the  National 


Football  League  Scouting 
Combine's  annual  tryout 
camp  involving  the  top  pros- 
pects for  the  April  24-25 
NFL  Draft. 

Lewis,  a  second-team 
All-American  comerback 
on  the  Sports  Network 
NCAA  Division  I-AA  team, 
reported  to  the  scouting 
combine  Feb.  3.  Turner, 
honorable  mention  All- 
America  and  first  team  AU- 
SLC  at  wide  receiver,  ar- 
rived a  day  later. 

They  were  among  an  es- 
timated 350  college  seniors 
who  underwent  testing,  an 
assortment  of  personality 
profiles  and  surveys,  and 
on-field  workouts  in  front  of 
scouts,  player  personnel 
representatives  and  coaching 
staffs  of  every  NFL  team. 

Turner  and  Lewis  bring  to 
five  the  number  of  North- 
western players  invited  to 
participate  in  the  combine 
since  Sam  Goodwin  took 
over  the  Demon  football 
program  in  1983.  Linebacker 
Gary  Reasons  and  receiver 
Odessa  Turner,  both  with 
the  New  York  Giants,  and 
running  back  John  Stephens 
—  recently  named  the  NFL 
Rookie  of  the  Year  after  his 
initial  season  with  the  New 
England  Patriots  —  also  par- 
ticipated in  the  combine  fol- 
lowing their  Northwestern 
careers. 

This  marks  the  first  time, 
however,  that  two  Demons 
have  been  invited  in  the  same 
year. 
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Northwestern 
football  season  that  began 
under  the  cloud  of  expert 
projections  of  mediocrity 
ended  in  December  just 
short  of  the  summit  when 
the  Demons  fell  to  Idaho  in 
the  quarterfinals  of  the  na- 
tional championship  play- 
offs. 

After  a  6-5  finish  in  1987, 
Northwestern  was  picked  in 
preseason  polls  to  w  ind  up  in 
the  second  division  of  the 
prestigious  Southland  Con- 
ference. But  the  pollsters 
overlooked  not  only  this 
team's  talent,  but  also  its 
poise,  confidence,  and  tenac- 
ity. 

This  was  a  team  that  ig- 
nored long  odds  against  it 
and  one  which  relished  diffi- 
cult challenges.  The  regular 
season  finale  was  an  ex- 
ample of  the  unusual  spirit 
and  attitude  of  the  19SS 
Demons. 

Northwestern  and 

Stephen  F.  Austin  were 
locked  in  a  tie  for  the  South- 


land Conference  lead  with 
identical  5-0  records.  But 
the  odds  were  clearly  against 
the  Demons.  They  had  to 
meet  the  lumberjacks  on  the 
road.  Stephen  F.  Austin  was 
ranked  No.  I  in  the  nation 
and  heavily  favored.  The  wet 
field  seemed  to  favor  the 
power  running  of  SFA  over 
Northwestern "s  option  and 
speed-oiiented  offense.  But 
the  Demons  whipped  the 
l.umberjacks  to  win  the 
championship  of  a  confer- 
ence that  had  ignored  North- 
western "s  pleas  for  mem- 
bership for  more  than  a  dec- 
ade. 

There  were  earlier  ob- 
stacles that  Northwestern 
had  to  overcome  to  get  to  the 
league  title  game.  The 
Demons  had  to  defeat  a 
North  Texas  team  on  the  road 
that  had  been  ranked  No.  1 
in  the  nation  for  several 
weeks  of  the  season  and  they 
did  it. 

They  had  to  solve  the 
puzzle  of  a  Sam  Houston 
State  defense  that  was  rated 


the 


in 


•88 


the  best  in  the  nation  when 
NSU  and  Sam  Houston 
played.  That  was  no  prob- 
lem. The  Demons  scored  six 
touchdowns  in  a  blowout. 

Northwestern  had  to 
overcome  its  Independence 
Stadium  jinx  in  a  game 
against  defending  national 
champion  Northeast  Louisi- 
ana. The  Demons  rarely  won 
in  Shreveport  during  a  50- 
year  rivalry  with  Louisiana 
Tech,  but  they  got  by  North- 
east, a  Southland  Conference 
foe. 

This  team  deserved  a  shot 
at  the  national  championship 
and  represented  the  confer- 
ence, community  and  uni- 
versity well  during  the  first 
two  rounds  of  the  playoffs. 

The  Demons  had  to  travel 
the  final  three  weeks  of  the 
season,  for  both  playoff 
games,  and  their  first  round 
victory  over  Boise  State 
came  on  a  frozen  wind- 
chilled,  snowlined  field  in 
Idaho. 

Even  as  Northwestern 
was  eliminated  from  the 
playoffs  in  the  quarterfinals, 
the  fighting  spirit  that  had 
been  a  trademark  of  the  team 
throughout  the  campaign 
was  abundantly  evident. 

Three  first  quarter 
fumbles  resulted  in  scores 
tor  Idaho — the  nation's  top- 
ranked  team — and  North- 
western was  down  28-3  early 
in  the  game.  But  the  De- 
mons fought  back  fiercely 
and  were  inside  ilic  10  bat- 
tling for  what  could  have 
been  a  game-tying  score  in 
the  final  seconds.  They  W- 
nalK  Icll.  .^S-30. 


But  this  team  has  left 
some  indelible  marks  in 
Northuestem  football  his- 
tory books.  Its  10-3  record 
\\as  the  most  victories  in  a 
season  for  a  Demon  team  in 
a  half  century.  The  playoff 
appearance  was  the  first  ever 
for  a  Northwestern  football 
team. 

Amidseason  seven  game 
w  inning  streak  was  the  long 
victory  string  by  an  NSU 
team  since  I  %6.  The  South- 
land Conference  title  was 
the  first  outright  champion- 
ship for  Northwestern  since 
1972. 

The  Demons  were  un- 
beaten at  home  in  fi\  e  games 
and  had  the  first  winning 
record  on  the  road  for  an 
NSU  squad  in  15  years. 

There  uere  team  and  in- 
dividual records  galore.  The 
1988  Demons  scored  more 
points  in  a  regular  season — 
239 — than  any  other  North- 
western team.  The\  had  the 
most  yards  rushing  in  a  sea- 
son with  2,446  and  the  most 
rushing  touchdowns  with 
32. 

Individually.  Floyd 
Turner  set  an  all-time  re- 
ceiving record.  Scott  Stoker 
had  the  most  yards  passing 
of  any  quarterback  in  De- 
mon history,  and  kicker 
Keith  Hodnctt  became  the 
schools  all-time  leading 
scorer. 

There  were  also  record 
numtvrsof  chills  and  thrills 
lor  Demon  fans  this  .season. 
Northwestern  followers 
hated  to  see  the  season  end. 
and  they're  already  kxiking 
forward  to  iicM  \ear. 
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All-Americau  hii^h  jumper.  Brian  Brown 
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pring  sports  sea- 
sons are  beginning  and 
Northwestern  coaches  have 
plenty  of  reasons  to  be  up- 
beat about  their  teams' 
prospects. 

Track  and  field  coach 
Leon  Johnson  has  plenty  of 
youth  on  his  men's  and 
women's  teams,  but  he  also 
has  three  returning  All- 
American  athletes — high 
jumper  Brian  Brown  and 
sprinters  Al  Edwards  and 
Ken  DeWitt. 

Edwards  and  DeWitt  are 
returning  members  of  the 
Demons'  400  meter  relay 


team  which  earned  AU- 
American  honors  by  reach- 
ing the  NCAA  finals  at  the 
national  outdoor  champion- 
ships. 

Brown  got  his  award 
with  a  sixth-place  finish  at 
the  NCAA  meet.  He  cleared 
7'5  1/4"  last  month  to  qual- 
ify for  the  NCAA  Indoor 
Championships. 

Softball  coach  Rickey 
McCalister's  Lady  Demons 
are  young  and  inexperienced 
—  not  a  good  combination 
in  love,  war  or  softball. 

McCalistermust  replace 
more  than  half  of  last 
year's  offense,   which  set 


Lady  Demon  records  for 
runs  (221),  hits  (312)  and 
RBI(182). 

But  he  does  have  possi- 
bly the  best  pitching  in 
school  history,  led  by  ca- 
reer wins  leader  Kellie  Shot- 
well.  Newcomers  Lori 
Hurlburt  and  Jemi  LaHeye 
should  contribute,  setting 
up  last  year's  second  start- 
er. Amy  Thibault,  as  the 
bullpen  ace. 

Dawn  Carlos  anchors 
the  Lady  Demon  offense. 

The  1989  season  will 
see  the  end  of  an  era  at 
Northwestern  as  Johnnie 
Emmons  will  call  it  quits  at 
the  end  of  the  baseball  sea- 
son. In  his  third  year  as  the 
head  coach  of  the  baseball 
team,  Emmons  led  NSU  to 
a  23-28  record  in  1988,  its 
best  mark  in  the  '80's. 

Emmons  will  have  13 
letterwinners  and  eight  re- 


turning starters  from  a  year 
ago.  This  year's  squad  is 
expected  to  repeat  last  year's 
feat. 

The  infield  returns  intact, 
losing  only  catcher  Felix  Ro- 
sario  to  graduation.  John 
Surane,  an  honorable  men- 
tion All-Southland  Confer- 
ence selection  last  season, 
heads  the  list. 

The  outfield  has  its  con- 
tingent back  with  first  team 
—  All  SLC  Dickey  Marze  re- 
turning for  his  final  season. 

The  pitching  staff,  which 
finished  second  to  Texas-Ar- 
lington in  earned  run  aver- 
age, returns  only  three  from 
a  year  ago,  but  has  been 
strengthened  by  some  jun- 
ior college  transfers. 

1989  also  finds  the  North- 
western State  tennis  team 
ranked  12th  in  the  South- 
west Region,  and  deserves 
its  rank. 

Graduate  assistant  tennis 
coach  Alexander  Kukaras  re- 
turns five  from  last  year's 
second  place  team,  includ- 
ing four-year  players  Bar- 
bara Tons  and  Shayne 
Fitzwilliam.  Four  of  the 
five  finished  either  first  or 
second  in  the  singles  tourna- 
ment at  the  Southland  Con- 
ference's Spring  Festival, 
while  two  of  the  double 
teams  swept  the  tournament. 

Karen  Patel  and  Jane  Pat- 
terson had  the  best  season  a 
double  team  had  for  quite  a 
while,  finishing  with  only 
one  blemish  on  an  18-1  sea- 
son on  their  way  to  the  con- 
ference crown.  Tons  and 
Fitzwilliam  also  teamed  for 
the  gold. 
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owing  IS  a  sport 
which  has  been  traditionally 
known  in  such  places  as 
Oxford  College.  Harvard 
and  Yale,  but  after  watch- 
ing Washburn  University's 
rowing  team  at  spring 
training  on  the  lakes  of 
Natchitoches,  interested 
Northwestern  students  be- 
gan to  question  the 
possibility  of  forming  a 
rowing  team  of  their  own. 

The  instigator  of  the 
rowing  team  idea  is  Gene 
Jeffords  who  mo\ed  to 
Natchitoches  in  August. 
1987.  An  avid  rower. 
Jeffords  observed  that  the 
city  was  an  excellent  spot 
for  row  ing.  "one  of  the  best 
if  not  the  best." 
Natchitoches  boasts  Chap- 
lin's Lake  for  rowing 
beginners.  Cane  River  for 
ideal  "head"  races  and 
Sibley  Lake  vshich  pro\  ides 
room  for  large  regattas. 

Jeffords  later  moved  to 
Topeka.  Kansas  for  a  job. 
but  omK  .iftcr  talking  with 
Mayor      Joe    Sampite   and 


Vice-president  Graham 
about  the  rowing  pos- 
sibilities for  Natchitoches. 
He  found  them  both  very 
enthusiastic  about  the  idea. 
Once  in  Kansas.  Jeffords 
convinced  the  Washburn 
team  to  come  from  Topeka 
for  spring  training. 

The  team  was  allowed  to 
live  on  campus  in  the  dorms, 
and  were  provided  meal 
tickets  by  ARA.  After 
leaving  Northwestern,  they 
competed  in  a  race  in 
Austin.  Texas  and  spread 
the  word  about  their 
wonderful  experience  here. 

NSU  students,  who  had 
watched  the  Washburn  team 
practicing,  approached 
Louisiana  .Scholars"  College 
French  teacher.  Lisa  Wolfe 
w  ith  their  interest.  She  then 
turned  to  Jeffords  who  has 
also  done  much  coaching. 
Jeffords  contacted  the 
r  111  ted  States  Rowing 
Association  and  the  NSU 
rowing  team  began  to  take 
place. 

LSC  suulcnl  Rohb

Lisa  Wolfe  was  able 
to  talk  her  old  club,  the 
Austin  Row  ing  Club,  out  of 
an  eight  man  shell.  The  team 
was  then  faced  with  the 
problem  of  where  to  house 
the  equipment  (the  eight 
man  shell  alone  is  65  feet 
long ).  The  I  w  o  ground  floors 
in  Russell  Hail  was  the 
final  answer. 

NSU  competed  in  ihcir 
first  race  on  November  1 9 
in  Dallas.  Since  half  of  the 
team  was  obliged  to  lea\e 
due  to  delays  in  the  start  o\' 
the  race.  the\  combined 
forces  with  the  Oklahoma 
State  Llniversity  rowing 
Icain  against  Southern 
Methodist       LniNorsitx.

Jeffords  has  convinced 
Purdue  University  and 
W  ichita  State  University  to 
do  their  spring  training  in 
Natchitoches  this  year. 
Washburn  would  like  to  re- 
turn and  is  trying  to  raise  the 
money  to  do  so.  Wisconsin 
has  expressed  an  interest  in 
training  here  next  year. 

Meanwhile.  North- 
western has  been  able  to 
compete  on  Sibley  Lake 
against  Purdue.  Wichita 
State,  and  Tulane.  The 
team  hopes  to  in\ite  nearby 
teams  for  dual  meets  w  hen- 
ever  possible  and  to  host  a 
head  race  on  Cane  Ri\  er  in 
the  fall.
